SERGEANT YORK 
FACES FARM LOSS 


Outstanding Hero of War Still 
Refuses to “Capitalize 
Patriotism.” 


Pall Mall, Tenn., July 27-Sergeant 
Alvin York faces the loss of his fine 
farm hare because he sees no way to 
meet a m ortgage to $12,500 that will 
fall due this autumn. 
The outstand­ 
ing American hero of the World War 
who single-handed captured 132 Ger­ 
mans in the Argonne on October 18, 
1918, has found the drop in corn and 
produce prices in 
the last year a 
much tougher enemy than the Boche 
machine guns. 
But if he loses his 
arm he will retain his self-respect, 
as under no consideration will he ex­ 
hibit him self for profit, though to do 
so would net 
him far 
more thnn 
enough to pay off the mortgage. 
His 
religious scruples and sense of pa­ 
triotism will not permit him to cap­ 
italize his w-ar record, which he calls 
“an act of Providence.”
